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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 51 -55, 93-1 02 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected claims, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 2/8/2005. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 2/27/2002 and 
9/27/2001 are in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F;3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA

4. Claims 1-50, 56-92 and 103-105 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,507,663. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the scope of the claims is the same.
